at the recent-session of congress. 


With the passage of the law every 


native-born Indian in the United States 
automatically became a citizen, Com- 
missioner Burke recently estimating 
the number at approximately 125,000. 
At least one-fourth of this number, It 
IB calculated, are adults and ^therefore 
entitled to vote except In states where 
the election laws fix certain 
qualifi- 
cations, such as educational, property, 
ownership or payment of poll taxes,' 
that the new Indian citizens may not 
be able to meet. 


However, this condition fs believed 


by authorities on the subject to be only 
a minor hindrance to the newly en- 


franchUtd Indians going to the polls, 
the chief obstacle mentioned being th« 
lack of organized machinery. 
Moat 


of the Indians, it is pointed out, liv« 
on closed reservations located In un- 
organized counties where .there are no 
officials to provide the necessary bal- 
lots, polling places and other election 
facilities. 


Not only the Indians In the particu- 


lar circumstances described are pre- 
vented from caitlng: their votes, but 
even white citizens living on the res- 
ervations have no such .opportunity. 


In ono or two states, however, this 


condition Is said to have been 
rem- 


edied by counties bordering' on Indian 
reservations permitting the citizens In 
unorganized.jurisdictions to cast their 
ballots in the adjoining counties. 


More than 200,000 Indians had boon 


made citizens before the passage of 
the new citizenship act and a largo 
percentage of these are said to be 
placed fn the similar position of not 
being able to vote solely because the 
facilities enabling them to exercise this 
right are not available.

The phrase 'TVn.ll Street" is now used as a political bugiiboo to 


arouse prejudice in the minds of those -srho may not rcalizs that since 
the establishment of tho Federal Reserve system in 1013, \VaU street 
has lost its power to create pnnics or to contract or inflate the eim-ojHsy 
«s it had done for many years. Wall street is no longer a menace to 
tho country or the people. It means only an aggregation oC fonnkurs ami 
stockbrokers who carry on a legitimate business under the control of 
law. 
They represent capital in the socialistic sense; but in reality they 


are merely financiers who have to meet all the business contingencies that 
confront 'business men in general. 
Tho Federal Reserve law has given 


the currency the elasticity necessary to meet llio demands of legitimate 
business however great. 


But Wall street before the passage of the Federal Reserve lira- could 


contract the currency simply .by tightening its purse strings and refusing 
to grant loans. 
Then when a vast number of business concerns were 


forced into bankruptcy, Wall si reel could buy their properties for a 
fraction of the.actual value. 
On 1ho other hand, if Wall street wanted 


to create fl business boom, it could do so by freely granting loans on 
reliable security. In this way it could readily stimulate business previous 
to an election and thus delude the people into support of tho repub- 
lican party from which Wall street of the olden time secured most of its 
privileges. 
Indeed Wall street in those days controlled congress and 


state legislatures, but today it controls neither. 
Nor today, as former- 


ly, can it start a boom to return the republican party to power. The, 
Federal Reserve system put an end to that. 
This piece of legislation 


enacted within the year in which President Wilson was inaugurated, 
has overthrown the dangerous power of Wall street and stands ready 
to grant loans on reasonable security to every business man regardless 
of party or political considerations. 
If Woodrow Wilson never did

5 o'clock, following retreat, while the 
company was practicing fruard mount 
and Lieut, Campbell was performinK 
his duty of inspecting Uie arms of the 
soldiers. 


He did not notice that the pistol of 


Sergtfl Crokan contained one shell. Ac- 
cording to army regulations, as soon 
as a weapon is inspected the holder 
must point it In the air and pull the 
trigger before replacing it In the hol- 
ster. 


SergL Crokan pointed the pistol up- 


ward, but believing the chamber to 
be empty, did not pull the trigger till 
the weapon had been lowered. 


The bullet entered Lieut. Campbell's 


left leg three inches below the knee, 
fractured the bone, and camo out 10 
inches below the knee.

be able to meet. 


Howp.vpr. this condition is believed 


by authorities on the subject to be only 
a minor hindrance tu the newly en- 


franchised Indians going to the polls, 
the djlef obstacle mentioned being the 
lack 
uf organized machinery. 
Most 


of the Indians, it IH pointed out, llva 
on cloned reservations located in un- 
organized counties where there are no 
officials to provide the nejesnary bal- 
lots, polling, platen und other election 
facilities. 


Not only the Indians in the particu- 


lar circumstances described are pre- 
vented from casting their votes, but 
even while cltineiiH livinjr on the res- 
ervations havy no sucji opportunity... 


In one or two states, however, this 


condition is said ( t o have been rem- 
edied by counties bordering on Indian 
reservations .permitting the citizens in 
unorganized jurisdictions to cast their 
ballots in the adjoining counties. ' 


More, (him 200,000 Indians had been 


made eliUpnu before, the passage o.f 
th« new citizenship act and a large 
percentage of these are said to bo 
placed In the similar position of not 
being able to vote solely because the 
facilities enabling1 them to exercise this 
right are not available*.

The phrase "Wall Street" is now used as a political bugaboo to 


•rouse prejudice in tho minds of those who may not realize that .since 
the establishment of the Federal Reserve system in 1913, 
Wall street 


has lost its p.ower to create pauics or to contract or inflate the currency 
as it had done for many years. 
Wall street is no longer a menace to 


the country or the people. It means only an aggregation of bankers and 
stockbrokers who carry on a legitimate business under the control of 
law. 
They represent capital in tlm socialistic sense; but in reality they 


are merely financiers who have to meet all the business contingencies that 
confront business men in general. 
The Federal Reserve law has giveu 


the currency the elasl icily necessary to meet the demands of legitimate 
business however great. 


But Wall street before the passage of tho Federal Reserve law could 


contract the currency simply by tightening i(s purse strings and refusing 
to grant loans. 
Then when a vast number of business concerns were 


forced into bankruptcy, Wall street could buy their properties for a 
fraction of the anlual vnhie. On the other hand, if Wall street wnnlod 
to create a business boom, it could do so by freely granting loans on 
reliable security. In this way it could readily stimulate business previous 
to fln clco.tion nnd thus delude the people into support of tho repub- 
lican party from which Wall street of the olden time secured most of its 
privileges. 
Indeed Wall street in those days controlled congress aud 


state legislatures, but today it controls neither. 
Nor today, as former- 


ly, can it start a boom to return tho republican party to power. 
The 


Federal Reserve system put an end to that. 
This piece of legislation 


enacted within the year in which President Wilson was inaugurated, 
has overthrown tie dangerous power of Wall street and stands ready 
to grant loans on reasonable security to every business jnnn regardless 
of party or political considerations. 
If Woodrow Wilson never did 


anything else for his dounlry, the fact that he was instrumental in
